sent to the printer its final report,

law within the next few days. 
On the subject of trusts the com­ 
mission follows closely the lines of 
recommendations laid down by the 
president in hi3 annual message.

P'*rvision by the national government 
is recommended.

tion by the report is that the books 
of all oorporations should be gublect 
it all times to Inspection, as are the 
hooks of national banks. 
This, It is 
laitned, would go far toward protect­ 
ing the public against Impositions in 
the way 
ot 
overcapitalization and 
other devices. 
The commission dis- 
usses government ownership of rail­ 
roads and telegraph lines, but docs 
not recommend such a d«*parture. 
There are some recommendations 
oneerning taxation that will attract 
attention. 
One ut tire se looks to the 
imposition of certain taxes on private 
property by rile states direct. 
The 
repoi t has been 
signed by all tho 
members except -.ora** of the congres­ 
sional members, who withhold their 
Signatures because they have not hit J 
an opp ;ct unity to examine the report 
artfully.
